THE FLOODS AT SAN NING. 


(From Our Oun Correspondent.) 
im Saw Nove, Oct. 1A. 

Having just Sisited the' scene of the 
recent food in the San Ning district, EN 
shost doseription tii the readers of the 
Ching Meek may not be amiss. Last Satur, 
day, the morning of Net. 10th, the wind rose 
and kept on blowing more or less severely 
until-night fill, when the rain commenced 
to fall but: it was not ontil the next morn- 
ing that it really seemed that we were 
passing through a typhoon. ‘The rain don- 
tinued until towards evening when it 
cleared up for a short time, only to com- 
mence again in stronger force than ever. 
This continued unti) Monday afternoon, 
until most of the “houses wHich were not 
built un an clevation stood from two to five 
feet in water and in some places that mea- 
surement wor.exceeded. Tn trying to reach 
the city pf Qwong Hoi along the hill side, | 
found that the rice ticlds were literally one 
vast sea, with all the embankments torn 
down in various places. There was ahso- 
lately no usc of travelling on Tuesday 
except by bat. . The writer essayed to go 
some seven ur eight miles, and almost found 


a watery grave. Horse and rider were 


almost, untirely submerged. The journey | 


was continued from Tip Tan ty Tle Long, 
whon all progress was stopped.
